W ill Elect Officers Today. 


Alfred Schroeder, aged 15 years, a 
school boy at Prospect school, and a 
new spaper carrier employed by Clyde 
Patterson in delivering the St. Louis 
Republic and Glo be-De moo rat, is dead 
as a result of an accidental shot re­ 
ceived while hunting with Jam es Hos­ 
ford, aged 14, Saturday morning. 
The two boys were fast friends and 
at school were chums. The friendship 
^between th** two was such that the 
Hosford boy, who formerly had the 
paper route, surrendered it to his 
youthful playmate and companion by 
reason of his believing the Schroeder 
boy needed it worse than he 
Saturday morning young Schroeder 
went from his home at the northwest 
oorner of Main street and Prospect 
avenue to the Hosford 
home, 
419 
South Park avenue, and the two boys 
went to the north limits of the city, 
near Grand avenue, where they were 
hunting. 
The Hosford boy took with 
th im a 22-calibre rifle, with which 
they expected to kill rabbits. 
Not 
finding any game, they started Plac­ 
ing “fox and geese,” and the Hosford 
boy laid down his rifle and left his 
playm ate for a short interval. 
Re­ 
turning he picked up the gun, which 
was “ broken’* at the breech, and in 
forcing the breech together a cart­ 
ridge exploded and the ball from the 
rifle struck the Schroeder boy just 
above the heart, severing the aorta, 
the main artery, and causing death to 
result before medical aid could be 
summoned. 
This 
was 
about 9:30 
o’clock. 
The shooting was purely accidental 
and th« Hosford boy wras completely 
overcome with grief on realization of 
his having shot and killed his friend. 
C oroner th P. Dyer was notified 
and the rem ains were taken to tho 
undertaking rooms of the Purbaugh 
ic Allen Furniture and Undertaking 
company, w here the body was viewed 
later in the day. 
Inquiry into the 
circumstances of the shooting result­ 
ed in the coroner announcing that an 
inquest was unnecessary and holding 
the Hosford boy blameless for the 
ufortunate accident. 
Alfred Schroeder was a boy well

- of the recent floods in South T ‘*xas, 
I don’t believe he would blame the 
railroad. 
I have been down there 
and I know, 
lf he had seen Presi 
dent Schaff and W. A. Webb, general 
manager of the Katy, at work in the 
Brazos bottom, wearing flannel shirts 
and rubber lx>ots, I believe he would 
realize that they are doing all in their 
powTer to relieve the conditions resul­ 
tant from the flood.” 
It so happened that another occu­ 
pant of the 
smoking 
compartment, 
where this 
conversation 
occurred, 
was an official of the lailroad. 
He 
made no comment at the time, but 
he does not mind saying that he ap­ 
preciates the words of the more char­ 
itable traveler, who knew the situa­ 
tion in South Texas as it really is 
He himself had conc* from the region 
wheres the overflowing "*aters of tilt 
Brazos river inundated acres of land 
and washed out miles of trackage.

Another reason is thai the course 
of study in our rural schools, until 
very recently, afforded absolutely no 
instruction on practical agriculture 01 
iomestic science, the subjects of most 
vital importance because having to 
10 with the life work of those who 
folloAv farming as an a\*ecation. 
There are other reasons 
for 
the 
Irilt away from the farm—bad roads 
and their consequent bar to recrea­ 
tion and social enjoyments being a 
potent factor—but lack of education- 
11 facilities, vocational training and 
satisfying recreation are chiefly re­ 
sponsible. 
When the Pettis County Bureau of 
Agriculture A\as formed it w’as the 
ultimate design of its 
founders 
to 
make its privileges and usefulness 
co-extonsive Avith the whole county 
by providing auxiliary township bur­ 
eaus that would correllate the farm­ 
ers of every school district and enlist 
the atcive interest and co-operation 
of every rural school teacher to the 
extent of not only evolving such a 
system of training in farm actualities 
as the school equipment xviii warrant, 
but to actually make the school the 
social center for all of its patrons.

Each township branch bureau shall 
have as officers a president, vice pres­ 
ident, and a secretary-treasurer, which 
officers shall he the township’s mem­ 
bers of the county bureau’s advisory 
council; also an adxlsory council com­ 
posed of the aforesaid officers, the 
teacher of each school, aud the pres­ 
ident and clerk of each district school 
board provided they are members of 
the bureau and willing to serve in 
that capacity. 
The membership fee 
and dues ot the teacher shall he re­ 
routed Mn consideration of her ser­ 
vices. 
Should the school board of­ 
ficers not affiliate with the bureau. 
■yr decline to serve, other members 
within the district will be selected 
lo represent it. The teacher and the 
two cMstriet members shall compose 
the district’s committee on school co­ 
operation. The Branch Bureau’s pro­ 
gram committee consists of the teach­ 
er and one additional member for each 
school.

tyi>e, and yet by noon 
there 
were 
twenty railroad stations represented 
by shoppers in Sedalia and the streets 
were thronged by out-of-town people 
who came on the trains.

effort at trade excursions, with a 
late start, and exceedingly 
unfavor­ 
able weather conditions, results were 
such as to amply compensate for the 
labor and expense and warrant repe­ 
titions on enlarged scale.

baseball magnate happens to be look­ 
ing around for an appropriate “swear 
off* for New Year’s day he would find 
plenty of tans to 
suggest 
one—all 
suggesting the same thing. 
“I hereby declare myself dignified! 
and quit being undignified.” 
I 
This would not do as a New Year’s 
pledge for som e of the magnates, but 
iii a large number of cases it would 
fit like a union suit. 
Baseball mag­ 
nates—some of them—make fools of 
themselves publicly more often than 
probably any other class of men. In 
the last few years the biggest figures 
in the business end of the game have 
been held up to ridicule time and 
again. 
The National league in the 
recent past has provided the largest 
number of such occasions, but the 
American also lias hutted into the 
limelight in this way. 
One unnatural condition exists in 
several of the big league clubs of the 
present time, and nearly every undig­ 
nified affair has arisen in these clubs. 
The condition is the occupancy of a 
club presidency by a man who is not 
really the head of the club in a finan­ 
cial sense. 
The intent of organized 
baseball’s agreements and laws take 
for granted that the president of a 
club is the club owner. Sadly, this is 
not true everywhere. 
A glance over 
events of the last year or so reveal 
the fact that the existence of a “pow­ 
er behind the throne” has proved a 
disturbing factor. 
The latest case in point is the re­ 
pudiating by the Cincinnati club di­ 
rectors of the deal 
made by 
their 
president, 
Garry 
Herrmann, selling 
Joe Tinker to Brooklyn. 
It is gener­ 
ally known among baseball men now 
that Julius and Max Fleiscbman are 
he real owners of the Reds and that 
Herrmann is a mere figurehead in 
*he presidential chair. 
The Chicago Nationals have pro­ 
duced their imbroglios with disgust 
ing regularity. 
Charles W. Murphy, 
the windy president of the club, is 
regarded by most baseball men as 
only a tool of Charles P. Taft, who if 
called the real owner of the Cubs. 
The 
St. 
Louis 
Cardinals, where 
Mrs. Britton, the owner, has had dif­ 
ferent men in the presidency, fur­ 
nished many joke developments until 
the fair proprietress decided to put 
“hubby” at the head of the club. The 
recent McAleer-McRoy-Stahl contro­ 
versy in the Boston Red Sox is an 
other such. mixup, which, however, 
has been satisfactorily straightened 
out through the purchase of stock by 
Joseph J. Lannin. 
Horace Rogers es­ 
capades in Philadelphia also resulted 
from similar conditions. 


President Ed Barrow', of the Inter 
national league, says he will have the 
satisfaction of being in office w'hen 
the Federal league dies. 
“The out­ 
laws,” he says, “can’t keep up theii 
losing fight more than two years, if 
that long, while my term iii office, 
originally five years, has three more 
to run. We are not worried over the 
invasion of Baltimore and Buffalo by 
the outlaws.” 
♦ * *

meets 
in 
Cincinnati a week from 
Monday and takes up the requests of 
the Baseball Players’ Fraternity, Gov­
